On the north side of the building the present 
Board of Health room will be refitted for a 
yrivate office for the Selectmen. The present 
lower town hall will be used as a court room 
and the sanitary arrangements will also be 
transferred to that side of the hall. 

Mr. Henderson expects to begin work 
next Monday morning.

No Distinctive Flag 


for Vice Presidents 
There is no vice president's tlag au- 
thorized at the present time, ip 
March, 1915, a vice president’s flag 
Wus udopted for a special occasion 
during the illuess of President Wilson, 
when Vice President Marshall visited 
the U. 8S. S. Colorudo (now the U. S. 
S. Pueblo) ut the opening of the Pana- 
ma-Pacific exposition in San Fran 
cisco, This tlag was manufactured by 
the navy yard, Mure island, and tlowo 
from the main musthead of the Col 
orado during the stay of Vice Presi- 
dent Marshall on board. It consisted 
of a white flag emblazoned with the 
arms of the United States, which at 
that time was similar to the Presi- 
dent’s flag, which was a blue flag em- 
blazoned with the arme of the United 
States, At the conclusion of the visit 
of Vice President Marshall the flag 
was presented to him. There has only 
been one other use of a vice presi- 
dent’s flag. This waa on October 29, 
1919, when Vice President Marshall 
accompanied the king of the Belgians 
on board the Mayflower for a trip to 
Mount Vernon. The flag used tn this 
case was the same ag that described 
above. 


Unable to Live Even 
Hours Without Water 


The most amazing race of human 
belngs is undoubtedly the El Moro, a 
tribe of “fishmen,” who inhabit the 
desert wastes bordering Lake Rudolf 
in Kenya colony, Africa, This tribe 
represents the only known specimens 
of seml-amphibious people, and it Is a 
curious fact that any tribesman dies 
if he is kept without water for about 
three hours. As a rule they drink 
every hour during the day, for even 
up hour and a half without wuter 
causes cracking and bleeding of the 
lips. The El Moro tribesmen spend 
their days swimming in the waters of 
Lake Rudolf, and tishing from frail 
rafts constructed with palm branches. 
Fish is almost their only diet, and 
they have no opportunity of varying 
their menu unless they are fortunate 
enough to spear a hippopotamus, The 
water of Lake Rudolf ts undrinkable 
to anyone but the FE} Moro, for it con- 
tains a large quantity of soda and has 
an objectionable taste. ‘The propor- 
tion of soda in that lake Increases 
yeurly, and it is believed to be this 
fact that has caused the “Sishmen” to 
become a deformed race, 


Bloomfield of Winthrop

just about as perfect a July as ever enjoyed 
in this vicinity. A trifle warm and a trifle 
moist, it was, nevertheless, nearer to normal 
than July has been for many years. 

The month’s thirty-one days averaged 
but 1.7 degrees warmer than normal, t 
average tem) 
been 73.7 degrees, as compared with a 
normal of 71.6. The month ended with 
an accumulated excess of 51 degrees of 
heat. Roughly, the month’s temperatures 
were divided in half: the first portion of 
the month ran above normal, the second 
portion slightly below. In the first eighteen 
days five brought temperatures of a 
or better and the eighteenth day ended wi' 
an accumulated excess of 78 degrees. But 
the succeeding days slowly carved this 
excess down to 51. 

The hottest day of the month was the 
eighth, with a maximum of 94, This compares 
very comfortably with the record for July, 
104 on the fourth in 1911. The coldest day 
last month was the seventh, with a mini- 
mum of 57, On the twenty-second in 1874, 
a minimum of 46 was recorded. Unlike most 
years, the month did not bring any pro- 
longed hot wave. Twice there were two two- 
day fr of 90 or better, the third and 
fourth and the seventeenth and eighteenth, 
but these were the nearest to a hot wave 
experienced. 

he month was unusually sunny, the 
skies being clear during the daytime sixty- 
five percent of the time possible, for a total 
of 299 hours of sunshine, against a possible 
amount of 461 hours. Last July it was sunny 
only fifty-two percent of the time possible, 
while the record of seventy-five percent was 
set four years ago. Despite the good record 
of sunshine, rain fell in amounts large 
enough to be measured on eleven days, while 
there were two others which had a “trace.” 
The month had twelve clear days, ten 
cloudy, and nine partly cloudy. The greatest 
temperature range during the month was on 
the eighth, when the mercury climbed to 
94 degrees, from a low of 62, and the least 
daily range was on the twenty-second, with 
a shift of only seven degrees. 

As to precipitation, the month furnished 
the farmers with all the rain they could 
desire, a total of 4.14 inches, where only 
3.49 is normal. But, out of consideration 
for the city folks, the rain was grouped 
into three storms, roughly ten days apart, 
and of these only one was on a week-end. 
The most serious storm was that of a fort- 
night ago. On the nineteenth, 0.25 fell; 
on the twentieth, 0.31; on the twenty- 
first, a trace; on the twenty-second, 0.88; 
and on the twenty-third, 0.05. These pre- 
ipitations were accompanied by two thunder- 
storms, which were unusually mild. The only 
real thunderstorm of the month was that 
which celebrated the Fourth. The year as 
a whole has been warm, but not excessively 
so, the total excess of 202 degrees amounting 
to an excess of about one degree a day above 
normal. From now on, the section is prac- 
tically freed from the danger of protracted 
hot waves. Plenty of heat, ninety-degree 
teraperekures or better, is still probable, but 
in t P peat there have been no long hot 
waves after August 1. The longest hot wave 
ever suffered in August endured but three 
days and the commonest period is but two 
days. 

The whole summer so far has been un- 
usually free from thunder showers, although 
there have been more rainstorms than 
normal. May, June, and July combined had 
only seven, the fewest number furing these 
three months in the last nine years. These 
months last year had twenty-three electircal 
disturbances; 1926 had ten; 1925, sixteen, 
and 1924, ten.

TREND OF PUBLIC CONSTRUCTION 


Babson Shows Road Building Biggest 
Feature in Public Works 


Basson PARK, MASSACHUSETTS, AUGUST 
17, 1928.— Construction of public works is 
one of the most important factors in_sus- 
taining good business. It not only affords 
direct employment to thousands of workmen, 
but stimulates production of the various 
material industries and increases general 
purchasing power, There are, of course, two 
sides to this question.Should Federal, state, 
and municipal governments embark upon 
large expenditures for public construction 
when taxes are already high? Obviously there 
must be a limit to public spending or the 
taxation burden on the individual and busi- 
ness reacts unfavorably. However, during 
times when employment is slack the pushing 
of public works is economically sound and 
highly desirable. In fact, the government is 
justified in going heavily in debt at such times 
to provide funds for need public construction. 

“Tt is literally true that building public 
works during times of unemployment may 
so stimulate general business and thereby 
increase wealth that the public improvements 
themselves actually cost the country nothing. 
This is because, without such construction, 


the country would lose, through business | hi 


depression and unemployment, more than 
the cost of the improvements. Regulation of 
public works according to employment con- 
ditions is, therefore, a estas tate 
which should receive the most careful study 
and support on the part of our business and 
political leaders. 


Road Building Leads Other Classes 


“A study of contracts awarded during the 
first six months of 1928 indicates that if it 
had not been for the huge road building 
program the total of public construction in- 
cluding post offices, city halls, schools, hos- 
pitals, arsenals, etc., would have fallen below 
the first six months of last year. The total 
public works of all kinds built sah the 
first six months of 1928 was $1,139,000,000 
compared with $1,135,000,000 in the first 
six months of 1927. More than one third of 
this amount was for road building. For the 
month of June alone, $77,000,000 worth of 
roads were built i ya ne ree of 
bridges. Estimates ie Highway - 
ments of 45 states show that there wit be 
built altogether 28,538 miles of good roads 
during the full year 1928. This highway ex- 
penditure will amount to $1,307,000,000. 
Assuming a total of all kinds of building of 
$7,000,000,000, one-fifth of it will be for new 
road: 


Ss. 
“The common impression is that public 
construction of all kinds is exceeding last 
year’s totals. This is not true. The erection 
of public buildings such as post offices, mem- 
orials, city halls, fire stations, etc. to 
26 per cent less in the first half of 1928 then 
in the same period in 1927. Religious and 
memorial buildings were 18 per cent less; 
hospitals and institutions 13 per cent less. 
There were increases in the contracts of 
military and naval building, and in schools 
and colleges. 


Good Roads Help Business 


“ Although one-third of our total works and 
one-fifth of all construction this year will be 
for roads, economic benefits therefrom are 
probably greater in proportion than from 
any other type of coparucheai Hate pe 
helping public buying power through afford- 
fens loyment, aaod roads develop realty 
values, increase business, expand cities and 
towns, increase tourist trade, and reduce 
the cost of operating motor cars. Scientific 
studies have proven that smooth roads save 
from two to three cents a mile in the cost of 
operating an atuomobile. When one considers 
the number of miles covered by motor cars 
and trucks in this country during a single 
year, this saving alone would more than pay 
for total construction and maintainance of 
good roads. 


Improvements In Various Cities 


“Reports which I have received from 
Chambers of Commerce in 23 of the leading 
cities of the country, are practically unanim- 
ous in placing public construction and road 
building among the most active type of 
building at the present time. Al re are 
new school or college buildings, either planned 
or under construction, in most of the cities. 
Among the places either planning or building 
new educational structures are, Macon, 
Georgia; Kalamazoo, Michigan; Dallas, 
Texas; Scranton, Pennsylvania; Jackson, 
Mississippi; Montgomery, Alabama; Toledo, 
Ohio; and Wichita, Kansas. 

“Religious and memorial buildings are to 
be found under way in a number of cities 
but the total amount of this type of work 
started during the first half of 1928 is about 
$16,000,000 less than it was last year. First 
half year's reports for school building, how- 
ever, show an increase of $13,000,000. One 
of the new developments that is becoming 
quite common throughout the country is 
municipal airports. A large number of cities 
and towns have either established an airport 
already or are planning to lay aside suitable 
tracts of land for later development of this 
kind. Forward looking town and city officials 
realize that the aeroplane has come into 
popular favor faster than most people had 
expected a few years ago, New air transporta- 
tion routes are being formed almost every 
week, and in order to be included on these 
routes the cities and municipalities must have 
adequate landing field facilites. 


Municipal Financing 

“New state and municipal bond issues 
during the first six months of 1928 totaled 
$304,045,000 compared with $278,846,000 in 
the first six months of 1927, an increase of 
9 per cent. The largest month so far this year 
was May with new municipal financing of 
over $136,000,000. For June the volume was 
much lower amounting to only $45,000,000 
compared with $73,000,000 in June 1927, 
while the July, 1928, figures are about 
$59,000,000. This may be only a temporary 
recession in new financing, but if it continues 
over the next two months would indicate a 
trend toward a lower volume of public works. 

“The cost of money to the cities is in- 
creasing. Municipal bond prices have been 
severely depressed by the tightening in money 
rates. For (ag two months ago the high- 
grade municipals were selling on a 3.93 basis; 
today they are close to a 4.25 basis. Of course, 
this is not as stringent a money situation as 
occurred back in 1920, but it does correspond 
with the municpal yields in 1923, the pre- 
ceding period of high rates, Obviously, even 
those cities which have always enjoyed an 
excellent market for their bonds are finding 
it more difficult to place them at the low 
coupons which obtained around the first of 
the year, It is probable, however, that the 
mounting tax rates have more to do with the 
slowing up of municipal issues than does the 
increase in interest rates. While more cities 
have been able to balance their budgets 
satisfactorily without increasing their tax 
rates, and in certain instances being able to 
sower_them during the past year, this situa-

“In the finl analysis, it is for the individual 
city eee wehether it is justified in in- 
augurating extensive public works under 
present conditions, Undoubtedly public 
construction helps business and is a factor 
in increasing the public wealth. On the other 
hand, each city must look to its own financial 
condition and while recognizing the desira- 
bility of public improvements must be guided 
by the condition of its own tax rate and its 
nt indebtedness, The Babsonchart oJ 
lusiness now stands at 2 per cent below 
normal. 


“Logging” Made Easier

lt does seem that critics could be 
less harsh if they understood the situa- 
tion perfectly. Andover has spent many 
thousands of dollars in providing equip- 
ment for its bathers—the money coming 
from the pockets of the tax-payers. 
The beach enjoys great popularity, 
hundreds of people enjoying the water 
on warm days. Naturally, however, 
the accommodations are limited. Who 
should have the preference in using the 
equipment—Andover people who are 
paying the bill, or outsiders who are un- 
fortunate in not having a place to swim, 
or who prefer to go to Pomp’s where 
the facilities are better than at home? 


It is obviously unfair to label this a 
“selfish attitude”. Andover has always 
been proud of its cordiality in wel- 
coming visitors and making them feel 
at home. The bathing beach at Pomp’s 
is under the supervision of Life Guard 
Frank McBride, who has full authority 
as to who shall swim there. A line must 
be drawn somewhere as regards non- 
residents using the beach, and the town 
has implicit faith in Mr. McBride’s 
judgment in this matter. 


In the past it has not always been a 
pleasant task for Mr. McBride to ques- 
tion a stranger about his residence. 
He has often been the butt of verbal 
abuse after a civil inquiry. Do the out- 
siders consider this a fair attitude toward 
the man in charge, who is strictly re- 
sponsible for the conduct of the beach? 


There are very few bathing places 
such as Andover has that are open to 
the public, free of charge. Of course 
when equipment is privately owned and 
locker room is charged for, it must be 


regarded in a different light. Naturally 
enough outside patronage is solicited at 
a commercialized beach. The two should 
not be confused, however. A town or 
city does not expect unrestricted use 
of its neighbor’s schools, fire or police 
departments. Then why should Andover 
be considred selfish because it does not 
encourage outside patronage of its 
swimming beach?

a “Courtesy of the Road Campaign” 
has been inaugurated, whereby any 
motorist who has performed a particu- 
lar act of courtesy on the road is re- 
warded with a badge signifying mem- 
bership in the “knights of the road.”

and thus preventing “the tragedy of youth 
spent without sunshine and grassy places 
to romp and grow.” When this work was 
organized in 1906 by Theodore Roosevelt 
and others, only forty-one cities had public 
playgrounds. 


Health, safety and good citizenship are 


products of the directed playground, Mrs. 
Cross reminds. In such safety zones the 


youngsters may enjoy the active exercise 


which they need for proper development, 


away from the streets with their danger to 


life and morals. Through programs of hand- 


crafts, dramatics, music, junior government, 
nature study and other activities, the play- 
ground children learn how to occupy their 


spare time constructively. In athletic sports 
not only the largest and strongest children, 
but all have a place on a team, where they 
learn lessons of good sportsmanship and co- 


operation that stay with them all their lives. 


Judges of juvenile courts and public 


officials throughout the country testify that 


adequate public recreation facilites will lower 
the shocking toll of some 20,000 child cul- 
prits who pass through our courts annually, 
she said. District Attorney Fox of Philadel- 
phia, recently completed a ten-year study of 


a neighborhood in that city, which for the 


first five years had been without playground. 
“T discovered the remarkable fact,” he 
stated, “that in the five years of playground 
recreation, the neighborhood showed a fifty 
per cent decrease in juvenile delinquency, 
as compared with previous years.” 

Justice Edward F, Hanify of Fall Fiver, 
Mass., wrote last year, ‘The recent records 
of our court, extending over a period of 
sixteen months, showing not a commitment 
of a boy or girl from our juvenile court to 
any reform institution, in a jurisdiction of 
152,000 people, strikingly prove the worth 
of parks and playgrounds in our community.

Electric Furnace One 


of Scientific Freaks 


When men can thrust their bare 
hands into an electric furnace that 
melts meta! with ease, it would seem 
that there is such a thing as cold heat. 
White mice, tvo, will run about ip 
this furnace without suffering any IIl- 
effects, while un interlor of a wireless 
valve can be heated to incandescence 
without heating the glass bulb Itself. 

The secret is that the furnace heats 
only electrical conductors, being a 
high-frequency Inductance furnace. 

It is in the manufacture of wireless 
valves that one of the most interest- 
ing uses of this furnace {s found. Just 
before the valve ts sealed from the 
vacuum pump it is placed for a mo 
ment within a high-frequency coil. 
The metal purts immediately become 
red hot and the bubbles of gas and 
vapor are holled out. The valve is 
then sealed from the pump with the 
knowledge that the later heating of 
the valve by the filament will not 
cause further release of bubbles.

BALLARDVALE Annual Harvesting of 


Birds’ Nests in Siam 


One of the important features of 
the export trade of Siam 1s the birds’ 
nest industry. According to the Iat- 
est available figures, the shipments 
for one year amounted to nearly 20.- 
000, the value of which was more than 
$112,000. 

The greater part of the Siamese 
nests go to China, Hongkong and 
Singapore. The value of these nests 
lies, of course, In the fact that they 
are edible. ‘They are considered a 
great delicacy in the Far East. 

The nests are found in the islands 
off the Siamese coast and are the 
products of a species of bird pertain- 
ing to the swift tribe. The harvest- 
ing of the nests occurs during the 
period from April to September. 

In the construction of the nest the 
female bird plays the leading part, al- 
though some assistance is lent by the 
male. About three months {fs con- 
sumed in the building of the first 
nest. It is taken by the hunters be- 
fore the eggs are laid. Thereupon 
the birds proceed to the construction 
of another nest, which, however, is 
finished in about thirty days. When 
this is taken the birds begin a third 
nest and again they take three months 
for construction. In this nest they 
are allowed to rear their young. But 
when the young have flown this nest 
also is taken. 

Those nests that are taken at the 
beginning of the season are deemed 
to be the best in quality. 

The Chinese not only hold these 
nests In high esteem as a table dell- 
cacy, but they conterd that they pos- 
sess high tonic properties.

Liners All Equipped 


for Church Services 

Aboard the great oceun liners church 
altars are considered an indispensable 
detail of the equipment. A generation 
ago religious services at sea were held 
irregularly, depending on the chance 
presence of a clergyman, Now trans- 
atlantic liners hold Roman Catholic 
and Protestant services at sea on Sun- 
day. 

Passengers from all cabins meet at 
the church services, Invitations to the 
service are commonly posted through- 
out the ship every Sunday morning. 
The priest or clergyman officiating {a 
usually assisted by ship stewards act- 
ing as sacristans. One large line that 
operates many steumers in the trans- 
atlantic service has a Roman Catholic 
altar on board each vessel. The linen 
used on the altars is prepared by Sis- 
ters of Charity in the ports of call on 
elther side of the Atlantic, The altar 
cloths used’in the Church of England 
services are cared for by churches in

Electrical Prospecting 

The method of electrical prospecting 
for minerals, which is now being em- 
ployed in northern Manitoba, consists 
in the detection and measurement of 
the electrical currents that are spon- 
taneously generated within certain 
types of ore bodies. These currents 
are due to the chemical action of 
ground waters on the metalliferous 
minerals present in the ore. The best 
of these are not as good conductors as 
pure metals, but their conductivity is 
of the same order of magnitude, as 
there is a tremendous difference be- 
tween the sulphides and the ordinary 
rock-forming minerals; in other words, 
in the country rock outside little or no 
indications are obtained, whereas on 
the metalliferous ore body there are 
very strong indications indeed.
